Obama: Stimulus vital 
to avoid ‘catastrophe’

President Obama, pressuring lawmakers 
to urgently approve a massive economic 
recovery bill, criticized Republicans who 
have balked at the legislation Monday 
night and said, “I can’t afford to see 
Congress play the usual political games.” 

Obama used the first prime-time news 
conference of his presidency to warn that 
a failure to act swiftly and boldly “could 
turn a crisis into a catastrophe.” 

With the nation falling deeper into 
a long and painful recession, Obama 
defended his program against Republican 
criticism that it is loaded with pork-bar- 
rel spending and will not create jobs. 

“The plan is not perfect,” the president 
said. “No plan is. I can’t tell you for sure 
that everything in this plan will work 
exactly as we hope, but I can tell you with 


complete confidence that a failure to act 
will only deepen this crisis as well as the 
pain felt by millions of Americans.” 

Obama also addressed a variety of 
other subjects, including Iran. He said 
his administration is looking for oppor- 
tunities to engage the longtime adversary 
in the coming months, but that years of 
mistrust will be hard to overcome. 

He also said his administration is 
reviewing a policy that bans the media 
from photographing flag-draped coffins 
of fallen U.S. soldiers. 

Regarding Afghanistan, Obama con- 
ceded that it “is going to be difficult,” 
even more so than Iraq. 

He even addressed Alex Rodriguez’s 
admission that he used steroids, calling 
it “depressing news” that tarnishes an 
entire era in Major League Baseball.

MAYOR BRINGS WISH LIST OF 
CITY PROJECTS TO WASHINGTON

Mayor Daley flew to Washington on Monday to 
lobby for the economic stimulus package being 
debated there, and before leaving he revealed some 
of the Chicago projects that he wants the federal 
government to help fund. 

Unlike many local leaders around the country, 
Daley has declined to detail his stimulus wish list. 
But Monday the mayor offered a partial list, saying 
he is seeking funding to make improvements to: 

» 15 miles of transit lines 
»More than 200 schools 
» 150 miles of main streets 
» 200 miles of street lights 
» 75 miles of sewer and water mains 

Other initiatives Daley said the city would 
like to pursue with federal aid include expanding 
broadband access to 22,000 homes and increased 
tutoring, special education programs and teacher 
training. 

Asked exactly how much money he wants from 
Washington, Daley said, “We don’t know ... Like 
anything else, you don’t want {people] to say, ‘Oh, 
the city of Chicago is taking everything, getting 
everything.’ But we have enough projects to ful- 
fill what they need, and if they take half of them, 
fine.” 

Daley’s announcement was far less detailed 
than the lists that other mayors and local politi- 
cians released recently in anticipation of new dol- 
lars from Washington. Cook County leaders have 
submitted a six-page, single-spaced list of specific 
“stimulus project requests,” while hundreds of 
other mayors across the country have generated 
specific lists that state how many jobs each proj- 
ect would create. 

Daley said last week he had a list but would not 
disclose it “because once you start putting it out 
publicly . . . the media is going to be ripping it apart.” 
On Monday, he again defended his decision. 

“These lists are not part of any public funding 
process,” Daley said. “In fact, the federal govern- 
ment will not ask cities and states for a compre- 
hensive list. Rather, once the economic recovery 
bill becomes law, cities will become eligible to apply 
for and receive grants.” 

Daley said he will tell federal lawmakers to put 
aside political bickering and “immediately” agree 
on providing funds to recession-hit cities.

Key differences between the $827 billion 
Senate version of President Obama’s 
economic recovery plan and the $820 billion 
version that passed the House last month: 

Spending 

State aid: The Senate bill has $39 billion in 
education aid to states. The House measure 
has $79 billion, including a $25 billion block 
grant for other programs. 

Direct aid to individuals: The Senate 
devotes $17 billion for one-time $300 
payments to Social Security recipients, 
poor people on Supplemental Security 
Income and veterans receiving disability 
and pensions. The House has $4 billion to 
provide a one-time additional Supplemental 
Security Income payment to poor elderly 
and disabled people of $450 for individuals 
and $630 for married couples. 

School construction: The House provides 
$19.5 billion to build and repair school and 
university facilities. The money was stripped 
from the Senate bill. 

Taxes 

Alternative minimum tax: The Senate 
devotes $70 billion to “patch” the 
alternative minimum tax, saving more than 
20 million taxpayers a 2009 tax increase 
averaging about $2,000. The House bill 
does not include that provision. 

Home buyer tax credit: The Senate 
provides $35.5 billion for a $15,000 tax 
credit for purchasers of homes bought in 
the year after the bill takes effect. The House 
includes $2.6 billion and limits its smaller 
$7,500 credit to first-time home buyers 
for homes purchased from Jan. 1, 2009, to 
July 1, 2009, and phases out the credit for 
couples making more than $150,000. 

Car buyer tax deduction: The Senate 
devotes $11 billion to make interest 
payments on loans for new cars and 
automobile sales taxes deductible. The 
House bill does not. ap

Blue Line stop 
a safety concern 

Keep your eyes peeled, riders. 

“Going Public” is going train-spotting after hearing about what 
sound like serious security issues near the Spaulding entrance of the 
Blue Line’s Logan Square stop. 

Logan Square rider Mark Hoffman told me he and a female friend 
were attacked last month around i a.m. by two men, at least one of 
whom allegedly “viciously” pistol-whipped him and his companion 
even though Hoffman said he immediately gave up his cash. The 
incident— in addition to similar ones he has heard about from oth- 
ers in his neighborhood— have spurred him to action, Hoffman said, 
“My neighbors and I have done our best to get the word out about 
these attacks,” said Hoffman, 33, “Logan Square is too nice of a place 
to live to have these villains shattering the sense of security, however 
slight, we once had,” 

Police confirm a report filed in connection with an alleged 
armed robbery of a male and female that occurred at the time and 
on the date Hoffman described, Chicago Police Department Sgt, 
Antoinette Ursitti said in a statement, 

Ursitti declined to provide further details on the ongoing inves- 
tigation, but said that as of last week a suspect, ArtreU Lee, 20, of 
the 5700 block ofWest ^Mishington Street, was charged with four 
counts of armed robbery and an attempted armed robbery on Feb, 

5, Some of the robberies for which Lee was charged “occurred on or 
near Spaulding Avenue,” Ursitti said. She said Area 5 detectives con- 
tinue to investigate the incidents and whether Lee was involved, 

I also reached out to the CTA to find out what they are doing in 
the wake of these incidents. It sounds as if they occurred off CTA 
property, but surely the agency needs to know about activities 
affecting rider safety as they enter or exit the premises. 

No attacks near the Spaulding entrance had been reported to the 
CTA, agency spokeswoman Wanda Taylor told me, but assured me 
the agency took some action after being alerted to the incidents by 
“Going Public,” 

“In light of this information, we have informed our security 
department that activity might be occurring in the surrounding 
area,” Taylor said, adding that riders can report any incidents that 
occur within the station to ctahelp@transltchlcago.com or 1-888- 
YOUR-CTA, Riders also can teU a customer assistant about on-site 
crimes, Taylor said, though the Spaulding exit— as some riders have 
pointed out— lacks a customer assistant presence, Taylor noted 
there is a booth at the Logan Square station main entrance. 

If the attacks are happening outside the stop, Taylor advised riders 
to call police, “Going Public” advises you to do the same, every time. 
We owe it to ourselves to keep the spotlight on unsavory acts within 
or along “E’ stops.

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Woman wants 
closure over 
baggage 

As Shannon Tadel waited in the Syracuse, 
N.Y, airport for her flight back to 
Chicago on Dec. i, a United Airlines 
employee approached her and asked if he 
could speak to her privately 

“He said, ‘Your luggage has been set 
on fire,’ ” Tadel recounted later. “I kind of 
chuckled at him because it was so unbe- 
lievable. I was like, ‘Um, OK.’” 

The employee explained that her bag, 
containing most of her wardrobe, had 
been placed too close to the exhaust of 
a belt loader used to deliver bags to the 
cargo hold. Someone turned on the equip- 
ment and, voila, luggage flambe. 

A dumbfounded Tadel boarded 
the plane, not quite sure what to do. 
Moments later, the pilot summoned her 
to the cockpit. 

The pilot told Tadel her smoldering lug- 
gage would not be allowed on the plane. 
She nodded in agreement. 

The pilot went down and fished her 
medicine out of the smoking bag. When 
she returned to her economy seat, an 
apologetic crew member upgraded her to 
first class. 

For more than two months, Tadel said, 
that was United’s last act of kindness. 

On Jan. 29, she e-mailed the Tribune’s 
problem solver What’s Tour Problem? 

“I have sent numerous e-mails, called 
several different numbers ... sat on the 
phone for hours hoping someone can 
help me,” said Tadel, 25. Tadel said she 
wanted closure. 

The Problem Solver called United 
Airlines spokeswoman Robin Urbanski 
on Jan. 30. 

Four days later, a United customer ser- 
vice representative called Tadel and told 
her the airline was going to dry clean the 
clothing that survived the fire, then get 
back to her about the final resolution. 

The next day, someone from the airline 
called again and offered to cut her a check 
for $3,000. 

An elated Tadel accepted. 

Urbanski called the situation uncom- 
mon. 

“It is extremely rare, and we will con- 
tinue to remind our employees to be care- 
ful where they place bags on the ramp,” 
Urbanski said. 


O’Hare delays worst 
in the nation 

Chicago’s air travelers endured 
the worst delays in the nation 
during December, new data 
show. O’Hare reported the 
worst performance for on-time 
departures among major U.S. 
airports for December and 
calendar year 2008. Just 
55 percent of O’Hare flights 
departed on-time during 
December. Midway tallied the 
second-worst departure record 
during December, with 58 
percent of its flights leaving as 
scheduled. 


U. of. C. announces 
450 layoffs 

The University of Chicago Medical 
Center on Monday morning 
confirmed plans for a major 
restructuring in which it would 
eliminate 450 jobs, officials said 
at a news conference. Hundreds 
more jobs will be lost through 
attrition. The medical center last 
month also confirmed a massive 
restructuring that will trim $100 
million in expenses, or nearly 
7 percent of its annual budget, 
amid the economic downturn 
and unpaid bills owed the hospital 
from the state Medicaid program.

Metra trains always have been an advertis- 
ing-free zone, where riders have been spared 
the signs plastered on CTA buses and trains. 
But that may soon end if an ad featuring four 
U.S. presidents with Illinois roots proves a 
success. 

On Monday, the commuter rail agency 
rolled out a coach “wrapped” in an ad for the 
Illinois Bureau of Tourism. 

Made of vinyl plastic stuck to the outside of 


the car, it features the likenesses of Abraham 
Lincoln, Ulysses S. Grant, Ronald Reagan and 
that new guy in the White House, Barack 
Obama. 

The come-on is, “Follow their path. The 
presidential trails of Illinois.” Over the next 
four weeks, Metra will test the car on several 
lines, a trial run to gauge reaction and see how 
the vinyl stands up to the weather. 

If the approach works, ads on the trains 


could generate some big bucks for the agency 
Advertising is the CTA’s single-largest rev- 
enue generator aside from fares, producing 
tens of millions of dollars a year. 

Not wanting to miss out on any gravy train, 
the rail line is “exploring all opportunities 
to boost our non-fare income,” said Metra 
Executive Director Phil Pagano.

NEW YORK Alex Rodriguez, the 
player who would restore integri- 
ty to baseball’s home-run record, 
admitted Monday to using perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs himself 

The All-Star third baseman said 
in an interview with ESPN that 
he used steroids with the Texas 
Rangers for three years, from 
2001-03, in an attempt to justify 
his status as the game’s highest- 
paid player after signing a 10 -year, 

$252 million contract. 

“Back then it was a different 
culture,” Rodriguez said. “It was very loose. 
I was young. I was stupid. I was naive, and I 
wanted to prove to everyone that, you know, 
I was worth, you know— and being one of the 
greatest players of all time.” 

He said he quit after 2003, his first of three 
AL MVP seasons, because “I’ve proved to 
myself and to everyone that I don’t need 
any of that.” He was traded to the New York 
Yankees before the 2004 season.

“When I arrived in Texas in 
2001, 1 felt an enormous amount 
of pressure. I felt like I had all the 
weight of the world on top of me, 
and I needed to perform, and perform at a 
high level every day,” Rodriguez said. 

‘And I did take a banned substance and, 
you know, for that I’m very sorry and deeply 
regretful.” 

Rangers owner Tom Hicks said the admis- 
sion caught him by surprise.

for his own body to ever do that to himself” 

The 33 -year-old Rodriguez ranks 12th on 
the career list with 553 homers, including 52, 57 
and 47 in his three seasons with the Rangers. 
He is 209 behind Barry Bonds’ record 762. 

Sl.com reported Rodriguez tested positive 
for Primobolan and testosterone. 

Monday’s ESPN interview contradicted 
a December 2007 interview with CBS’ “60 
Minutes,” when Rodriguez said “No” when 
asked if he had ever used steroids, human 
growth hormone or any other performance- 
enhancing substance. 

In his 2008 book, “Vindicated: Big Names, 
Big Liars, and The Battle to Save Baseball,” 
Jose Canseco claimed he introduced 
Rodriguez to a steroids dealer. 

“They are looking in the wrong places,” 
Canseco said in a text message to The 
Associated Press. “This is a 25-year cover-up. 
The true criminals are Gene Orza, (union 
head) Donald Eehr and (commissioner) Bud 
(Selig). Investigate them, and you will have all 
the answers.” 




FEDERAL OFFICIALS WANT TO 
SHOW JURY BONDS’ TEST RESULTS 

SAN FRANCISCO Federal prosecutors are 
again asking a judge to let them show a 
jury three drug test results they say show 
Barry Bonds used steroids. 

The judge said last week she was 
inclined to throw out those results unless 
someone could directly testify to collecting 
the slugger’s urine samples. The likeliest 
candidate to be able to do so is Bonds’ 
former trainer, Greg Anderson. A lawyer for 
Anderson has said his client won’t testify at 
Bonds’ upcoming trial. 

In a court filing Monday, prosecutors 
included snippets of Bonds’ grand jury 
testimony saying Anderson collected the 
samples. It also included testimony from a 
former BALCO executive saying Anderson 
dropped off urine samples labeled with 
Bonds’ name. 

Bonds is charged with lying to a grand 
jury about alleged steroid use. ap

The Los Angeles Times, citing law 
enforcement officials familiar with 
the case and other sources it did not 
name, reported that Rihanna, whose 
full name is Robyn Rihanna Fenty 
was the woman who told police that 
Brown had hurt her the night before

Apolice statement released Sunday 
afternoon said Brown and an uniden- 
tified woman began arguing while 
riding in a car following music mogul 
Clive Davis’ annual pre-Grammy 
party, where they were spotted 
together Saturday night, (The two 
were photographed together in a 
rented Lamborghini,) The fight esca- 
lated when they got out of the car in 
the Hancock Park neighborhood, 
the report said, and Brown was gone 
by the time officers arrived. 

The report indicated that the 
woman was injured, but Brown was 
booked only on suspicion of making 
a criminal threat, a felony, after walk- 
ing into a police station Sunday night. 
Authorities said the district attorney 
could choose to expand the charges. 
Brown was released after posting 
$50,000 bail, AP
